to a ſapreme Court of Judicature ? Np leſs fyivolous 
are the Arguments that are drawn, from the general 
Appellations and Terms of Husband and Wife; 2 
Husband denotes ſeveral different ſorts of Maęiſtra- 
cy, according to the Uſages and Cuſtoms of different 
Climates and Countries; in ſome Eaſtern Nations it 
ſignifes a Tyrant, with the abſolute Power of Life 
and Death. In Turkey it denotes an Arbitrary Go- 
vernor, with power of perpetual Impriſonment; in 
Taly it gives the Husband the power of Poiſon and 

locks ; in the Countries of England, France and 
Holland, it has quite a different Meaning, jmplying a 
free and equal Government, ſecuring to the Wife, 
in certain Caſes, the liberty of Cuckoldom, and the 
property of Pin money and ſeparate Maintenance'; 
ſo that the Arguments drawn from the terms of Huf- 
band and Wife are fallacious, and by no means fit to 
ſupport a tyrannical Doctrine, as that of abſolute un- 
limited Chaſtity, and conjugal Fidelity. 
The general Exhortations to Chaſtity in Wives, 
are meant only for Rules in ordinary Caſes, but they 
naturally ſuppoſe the three Conditions of Ability,
